George P. Larrick, d eputy food 
an d d rug ad min istrator, told the 
House committee the FBI foun d 
a 100-tablet bottle of a d rug kn own 
as amphitamin e in Mrs. Head y’s 
XK>cketbook. 
After Hail’s con victimi, Larrick 
laid , 
‘We wen t to the pen iten ­ 
tiary—to the d eath ceU—an d got 
a sign ed statemen t from him. HaU, 
like man y other crimin als, hifd 
used this ben zad rin e to stimulate 
him to kid n ap the child , an d later 
used it to stimulate him to kill the 
child .”

d ucted by Roy S. Pruitt, agen t in 
charge of the St. Louis office of 
the food an d d rug ad min istratiou, 
an d that reports of the in terview 
were submitted to the Justice De­ 
partmen t.

Congress h a s n o 
more right to ask that than 
the President has to demand the minutes ol 
cosed sessions of congressional committees. 
Gov ernment business is. public business, and 
toe public needs to know how it opeiates, .how 
important decisions are arriv ed at, and so on 
But mat does not mean the public must be priv v 
o all the priv ate adv ice a President gets from 
ns most intimate otficial associates, nor that 
ree-wheeling discussion of men trv ing to 
formulate policy must be e.v posed to v iew. 
'o busine.ss, public or priv ate, could ev er be 
sensibly conducted if men could not be assured 
that at least som.e of their taik and some of 
their docments were fo be kept priv ate. 
-Mr. Eisenhower decided in this ca.,e that the 
men in question were acting in their capacity 
as his adv isers and that it would be unuise for 
them to tell the .Mundt subcommilfee t.he siorv 
of the conference with Counselor .>\dams.

The Senate Inv estig ations su b­ 
committee v oted u nanimou sly late 
y erterday to recommend that tlie 
Wisconsin senator and his chief 
cou nsel, Roy M. Cohn, tu rn ov er 
to the Defense Department the 130 
names. McCarthy and Cohn hav e 
said that many su bv ersiv es are 
employ ed in priv ate defense plants 
doing sensitiv e g ov ernment work. 
McCarthy insisted su ch action 
wou ld do no g ood—that the way to 
g et rid of the 130 is to ex pose 
them at pu blic hearing s by the 
su bcommittee, which he normal­ 
ly heads. He has stepped off it 
while it probes his row wilh Army 
officials. 
Mu ndt, presiding ov er the hear­ 
ing s, said he wou ld lay before his 
colleag u es also a demand by Asst. 
Secretary of Defense H. Stru v e 
H e n s e 1 that the su bcommittee 
make pu blic the transcript of a

McCarthy mentioned also Com­ 
mu nist infiltration of atomic and 
hy drog en bomb plants bu t said he 
had been persu aded, somewhat 
ag ainst his ju dg ment, not to con­ 
du ct an inv estig ation. Tlie Atomic 
Energ y Commission had no com­ 
ment. 
The hearing s are su pposed to de­ 
termine whether it is ti’u e, as 
charg ed by Secretary of the Army 
Stev ens and Army Cou nselor John 
G. Adams, that McCarthy and his 
aides employ ed improper pressu res 
to win Army fav ors for Pv t. G. 
Dav id Schine, a su bcommittee aide 
drafted last Nov . 3. 
The McCarthy camp has dispu tr 
ed the accu sations and in tu rn ac­ 
cu sed Stev ens and Adams of u sing 
Schine as a “hostag e” in efforts 
to sidetrack McCcirthy 's hu nt for 
su bv ersiv es in die Army .

Welch u rg ed Cohn “before the 
su n g oes down” to tu rn the list 
ov er to the FBI, and perhaps

the 130 persons “may at least be 
pu t u nder su rv eillance.” 
Cohn replied that the FBI knows 
abou t all 130 already . 
“Well then, what’s all the ex ­ 
citement abou t?” Welch asked. 
McCarthy has contended repeat­ 
edly tliat the cu rrent hearing s are 
delay ing his efforts to root Com­ 
mu nists ou t of defense plants. 
With Cohn’s backing from the 
witness chair y esterday , McCarthy 
arg u ed that the FBI and the De­ 
fense Department lack au thority 
to force the dismissal of secu rity 
su spects from factory jobs. He said 
su ch persons mu st be ex posed at 
pu blic hearing s so their civ ilian 
bosses can fire them and make it 


stick. 
McCarthy 
appealed 
anew 
for 
au thority to hold nig ht and week­ 
end hearing s on the su bject, while 
the McCarthy -Army sessions are 
not actu ally u nder way . 
At Welch’s direction, Cohn read 
off a list of cities in New York 
state and Massachu setts where, he 
said, the 16 defense plants are 
located. 
Cohn rejected Welch’s su g g estion 
that he tu rn the names ov er to 
the Defense Department, say ing 
the McCarthy inv estig ators hav e 
had enou g h of what he termed 
“dou ble talk and long delay s” in 
dealing with the department. 
After the su bcommittee v oted to 
recommend that the names be 
tu rned ov er to the Defense Depart­ 
ment, McCarthy told newsmen he 
wou ld hav e an aide phone the de­ 
partment to send someone to see 
him and g et the list, bu t he added: 


“It’s sort of a u seless g estu re. 
. .. becau se the secu rity officers, 
I am su re, already hav e as mu ch 
information as we do on Commu ­ 
nists in defense plants.” 
Many of y esterday ’s ex chang es 
were pretty seriou s, bu t Welch had 
the capacity crowd lau g hing sev ­ 
eral times with hu morou s thru sts 
in his cross-ex amination of Cohn. 
Cohn protested sev eral

that Welch’s qu estions didn’t seem 
fu nny to hirn—that the Army cou n­ 
sel was jesting abou t seriou s mat­ 
ters and casting reflections on the 
su bcommittee staff.

He predicted a collision ag ain, 
after these hearing s are ov er, if 
the su bcommittee g oes ahead with 
its plans to su bpoena board mem­ 
bers in the face of White Hou se 
directiv es forbidding testimony to 
cong ressional g rou ps on secu rity 
matters. 
The 27 -y ear-old Cohn, who said 
he g ets more income from his 
New York law firm than his $11,8 00 
annu al su bcommittee salary , said 
he had nev er represented Schine 
in leg al matters. Nor, he testified, 
did he ev er represent any of the 
Schine family ’s v ast hotel and 
theater interests.

HOLLYWOOD l^—“I’m glad the 
heat is on you for a change, and 
not me,” John Wayne lau ghed as 
he saw a reporter descend on Su ­ 
san Hayward.

Small Chances 
Fo r Go o d Farm 
Price Suppo rts 


WASHINGTON, D. C. Gf»—Sen. 
Aik en (R-Vt), chairman of the Sen­ 
ate Agrichiltu re Committee, said to­ 
day the chances for an extension 
"of high level rigid su pports on 
farm crops are very remote.” 
At the same time Aik en conceded 
there might be a congressional 
deadlock with no action on presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s flexible price 
su pport proposals. 
If that happens, Aik en said, a 
1948-49 flexible su pport law will 
go into operation on next year’s 
crops. It differs from the Eisen­ 
hower proposal in that its flexible 
su pports wou ld be lower, especial­ 
ly for cotton and w'heat. 
‘ Aik en has been an ardent su p­ 
porter of the flexible 
su pports 
ask ed by President Eisenhower 
and Secretary of Agricu ltu re Ben­ 
son. 
His forecast concerning congres­ 
sional action contrasted'%ith a pre­ 
diction made by Chairman Hope 
(R-Kan) of the Hou se Agricu ltu re 
Committee after Hope had break ­ 


fast Tu esday with President Eisen­ 
hower. 
Hope, said he is confident that “ a 
good sou nd compromise farm bill” 
will be work ed ou t by his commit­ 
tee and passed by the Hou se. 
It is k nown that the Hou se grou p 
opposes the lower flexible su pports 
and favors extension of the manda­ 
tory fixed su pports now schedu led 
to expire at the end of this year. 
Hope’s 
reference 
to 
a 
com­ 
promise may have been to a one- 
year extension of these 90 per cent 
of parity su pports on cotton, wheat, 
corn, tobacco, rice and peanu ts. 
Parity is a price intended to give 
a farmer a pu rchasing power de­ 
scribed in farm law as fair to pro­ 
du cers and consu mers alik e. 
Aik en said he believes Hope’s 
committee favors extending rigid 
su pports bu t the senator qu estioned 
whether the Hou se will tu rn dowm 
the Eisenhow'er proposals. 
Aik en said the Senate Agricu ltu re 
Committee also might show a ma- 


ey to meet my tax commitments. 
Then, when the pictu re is over and 
we can see how mu ch I have lost, 
we can get together and mak e a 
settlement.”
